Col. Steenman Issues Statement 
Regarding Buechel Water District 



The Jeffersonian is in receipt of a communication from 
Col. Leonard D. Steenman, commissioner for the Buechel 
Water District whose second term expires next month regard- 
ing the extra-statutory election to be held tomorrow to deter- 
mine the preference of the 
residents for his successor. It 
is believed that the vote will 
center on Steenman and Mau- 
rice Luker and that Judge Hor- 
ace M. Barker will name to the 
office the person receiving the 
largest number of votes at the 
special poll, providing the number 
of votes cast indicate that a rea- 
sonable majority of qualified 
voters participate in the election. 

Col. Steenman's letter follows: 
Editor, Jeffersonian: 

In your last week's issue you 
had a news story saying that 
Judge Barker was going to hold 
unofficial election to fill the 
ce of Water Commissioner for 
Jefferson County and mentioned 
that there were two candidates, 
the undersigned and Maurice Lu- 
ker. This was the first that I knew 
of the proposed plan. No one has 
Id me and 1 certainly have made 
i effort to gain support. 
I have given my full time to 
the Buechel Water District with- 
out any hope of financial compen- 
sation for the last four years, and 
in spite of what appeared to be 
unsurmountable obstacles I have 
been successful in getting a water 
system constructed in the Buechel 
community. In addition to the 
obstacles which I have had to 
overcome I have had little help 
from the people in the commun- 
Even the officers of the 



Buechel Civic Club have tried to 
impede the progress of this proj- 
ect by continually harrassing me 
and the other commissioners 
about generally insignificant mat- 
ters. Not once have these men 
ever offered to do any work or 
take any of the burden of this 
immense job from my shoulders 
or from the shoulders of the other 
commissioners. They apparently 
have acted on the presumption 
that I own the Buechel Water 
District and that I am trying to 
sell them service. They have 
never considered that eyrething 
that I do for the Buechel Water 
District is done for the best 
terests of all the people in 
district, inc.uding themselves, 
nearly all of the trouble that I 
have had of this kind it has been 
some one with a person - 
grind.

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WORKING TOGETHER VS. OURSELVES 

Some sort of flexible price control has, to us, always 
seemed to recommend itself in a situation where a national 
market gives to the seller every advantage over the buyer— 
a situation wherein the competitive system has been elim- 
inated. Where such condition holds there is nothing normal 
to what is known as the usual American way in economics.

Reverence is not an Incidental 
thing which w 
choose to havi 
vital. Reverence toward God and 
the things of God will result 
spect for all values in life. It will 
balance our thinking, speaking, and 
our acting toward our fellow 
as well as toward our God. Our 
lesson calls for 

I. Reverence in Worship (Exod. 
20:7; Lev. 19:12). 

The Lord rightfully expects from 
us a proper attitude toward him. 
If we worship him as we should, we 
shall find that other matters tall 
into their proper relationships. 

Essential in true worship Is 
erence for the name of the Lord, 
that name stands for all the qualities 
and characteristics of God. This 
means that there must be no taking 
of the name of the Lord "in vain." 
Our use of the word "vain" car- 
ries the meaning of "useless, with- 
out purpose or meaning." This is 
part nf what is in mind in this com- 
mandment, for the name of Je- 
hovah is sacred and is to be rev- 
erenced as standing for the eternal 
God. 

It is never to be used carelessly, 
or for a frivolous purpose. All too 
often we tell jokes or stories which 
have no real purpose or meaning ex- 
cept to elicit a laugh, and In them 
we use the name of God. We all 
necd to exercise care at that point. 

The Hebrew word translated 
"vain" has the additional meaning 
of "evil" and falsehood." Men are 
so bold that they may even use the 
name of God to support themselves 
in a lie. God hears and will In no 
wise hold them guiltless. 

II. Reverence in Words (Matt. 5: 
33-37). 

The Sermon on the Mount (so- 
called), from which this portion of 
Scripture is taken, is difficult to in- 
terpret to the satisfaction of all. 
Suine disregard its evident applica- 
tion to the kingdom and, attempting 
to apply lt in the midst of an un- 
godly generation, fall Into such in- 
consistency that they abandon the 
effort and regard the teaching of the 
passage as impossible Idealism. 

Others, who rightly interpret the 
passage as presenting the laws and 
principles of life in the kingdom of 
God, when it shall be fully set up 
on earth with Jesus as King, fail to 
make any application of those prin- 
ciples to life. This is also an un- 
fortunate error. 

We who follow the Lord Jesus are 
not to swear by either things sa- 
cred or things that might be called

III. Reverence in Works (Mark 

7:5-8). 

Words which do not issue in works 
are worse than meaningless. They 
lead to acceptance of a formal re- 
ligious system which is dangerous. 

"It gives a sense of religious sat- 
isfaction which is very superficial, 
but of some apparent value. It car- 
ries with it no high ethical demands. 
It helps a man to feel religious with- 
out being either ethical or moral. 
It does not probe or arouse. It 
soothes and calms" (W. R. White). 

Who will deny that much of the 
church life of our day has reached 
that same sad state of "much ado 
about nothing" -talk, talk, talk, and 
no honest disposition to deal with 
sin, or to seek holiness of life. The 
Lord hates it, and it is a vain exer- 
cise as far as spiritual results are 
concerned. 

IV. Reverence in Will (Mark 8: 
34-36). 

Here true reverence shows itself 
in recognizing that God's will la 
"good and acceptable and perfect" 
(Rom. 12:1). 

Following the Christ of Calvary 
calls for a willingness to say no 
to self (literally, to deny any con- 
nection with self-life) and to follow 
through with him on the path of 
shame and crucifixion. No self- 
will and no compromise are per- 
missible to Christ's disciples. 

Foolishly to attempt to hold one's 
life for self Is to lose it. That pain- 
ful loss has left brokenhearted, 
wrecked lives all along the path of 
man's history. But why should 
anyone do it? 

Equally foolish is the one who 
supposes that this world has any- 
thing to satisfy the human soul. As- 
suming the possibility of the impos- 
sible—that is, attaining the whole 
world as one's own possession— to 
do so at the cost of one's soul would 
be an indescribably poor bargain.

sightseers on Saturdays 
Sundays was about 2,000 a day. 
I thought that was pretty good. 
Then 1 took a look at the license 
plates on long rows of cars in 
the parking area. Instead of 
finding cars from all over the 
middle west I discovered that 
practically all of them were from 
est Kentucky counties, say 
ithin 75 miles of the Dam. 
On the way from Henderson, 
ia Route 60 as far as the Ten- 
sssee River bridge, I was Im- 
_ ressed by the absence of road 
signs telling where Kentucky 
Dam was and how to get to it. 
The only sign I could find on that 
trip and on two subsequent journ- 
eys to the Dam, returning by 
different routes each time, was 
at the junction of the Paducah- 
Hopkinsville road with the short 
blacktop that leads directly to 
the Dam. It was put up when 
the Dam was under construction, 
and is now so badly faded it is 
hard to read at a distance of 200 
feet. 

This absence of road signs tell- 
ing about the greatest, most pic- 
turesque man-made thing in 
Kentucky solves the mystery of 
the absent sightseers from out- 
side the Purchase. The folks 
down in that end of the State 
had learned next to nothing from 
advertising. They got the pub- 
licity by word of mouth. The 
Murphys went to see the Dam, 
and told the Joneses about it, 
the Smiths went, and told the 
Clarks. Effective, this oral ad- 
vertising, but too slow to reach 
Maine and Oregon and Arizona 
in this generation. I am telling 
this story to re-emphasize a 
previous contention of mine that 
when it comes to bidding for 
tourist trade Kentuckians are 
practically mute. 

In Evansville, Ind., a few days 
ago the State Highway Patrol 
stopped me and gave my car a 
thorough once-over. Examined 
my brakes, lights, dimmer-switch 
everything involved in safe 
driving. Then they had me put 
a sticker on my windshield so 
that I would not be held up 
again. When I got back to Hen- 
derson I asked the Kentucky 
Highway Patrol if they had or- 

trolman said that was the plan. 
It was nation-wide. I hope the 
Kentucky authorities really 
mean to do the job thoroughly.

Half a dozen years ago New 
Jersey enacted a law requiring 
semi-annual inspection of all mo- 
tor vehicles.

If 
a car had nothing the mattei 
with it the owner was given no- 
tice to get the repairs done and 
report back. During the first year 
under this law 3,800 cars were 
condemned and ordered junked. 
The New Jersey law may not 
be as good as it ought to be. 
Maybe the next Kentucky legis- 
lature can enact a better one. 

! State Health Commissioner P. 
E. Blacker by: Not all tubercu- 
losis has been found. Of the 14,- 
000 estimated cases in Kentucky, 
only 8500 are known to health of- 
ficers.

Use of 
Peterson's rapid-milking pro- 
Icedure also helped. Principal 
| points in Peterson's formula for 
milking cows are: 

1. Establish a regular milking 
time and order for your cows 
and protect them from scares or 
distraction during the milking 
period. 

2. Stimulate the cow to give 
down her milk by wiping the 
udder with a warm, wet cloth 
about a minute before starting 
to milk. 

3. Milk as rapidly as possible. 
With a machine the time can be 
cut down to 2% to 3V4 minutes 
for most cows. 

4. Take the machine off just 
as soon as the milk is removed, 
being careful not to let the teat 
cups crawl up onto the slack ud- 
der. Strip with the machine by 
pulling the teat cups down into 
normal position and pressing 
gently on each quarter to get 
the last milk.

Iron and Steel Scrap of the Ameri- 
can Iron and Steel Institute said 
today. 

A grave shortage of scrap threat- 
ens to thwart the steel Industry's 
attempts to make up the 19 million 
tons of steel that It has lost since 
V-J Day as a result of strikes 
work stoppages. The scarcity of 
scrap Is due largely to the fact that 
Industries which usually generate 
scrap In large Quantities hare not 
been operating at all or operating 
at low levels since V-J Day. 

Farms have always been a good 
source of scrap and during the war 
when drive* were conducted, agri- 
cultural areas yielded large ton- 
nages of scrap to help win the 
conflict. 

In flew of the current scrap 
shortage which threatens the full 
use of steel-making facilities, farm- 
ers are asked to take their scrap 
now to town and sell It to scrap 
dealers. If the scrap Is unusually 
bulky, preventing Its easy transpor- 
tation by the farmer, the scrap 
dealer can be called or arrange- 
ment* can be made through the 
local farm agent to get It to the 



Committee on Scrap ha* war- -4 
that a complete return to normal in 
the flow of scrap cannot occur until 
the eupply of new steel approxi- 
mate* the demand. 

In the ten months from August 
1946 through May 19»«, production 
of Ingots and steel for casting* wa» 
22,036,000 ton* lower than output 
over the same period of 1944-1941. 
Presumably, better operating con- 
dition* would have enabled at least 
19,000,000 ton* of that total to have 
been made. The 19,000,000 tons

SEED SAVING II 

There is nothing difficult about 
saving beans at they come true at 
least 98 percent of the time, only 
the bumblebees being capable of 
"mixing" them. The time of sav- 
ing is elastic; one may wait until 
most of the pods are dry, al- 
though by this time mildew may 
have set in, and some beans are 
lost by shattering. A more order- 
ly way is to make several pick- 
ings as the pods fade and become 
limp; the beans ore sufficiently 
mature then. 

The big obstacle is keeping 
beans weevil-free, bug-free, but 
it may be overcome in at least 
three ways: 

Beans to be used for seed alone 
need only to be put into preserv- 
ing jars with enough finely 
ground limestone shaken in to 
close all the spaces. While a few 
weevils may hatch, they will not 
multiply further. 

Used for food, tne beans may 
be "baked"' for 30 minutes in a 
temperature of 130 degrees; over, 
heating may produce a scorched 
flavor, and make the beans dif- 
ficult to cook soft. 

For beans to be used inter- 
changeably for seed or food, the 
most efficient way is to gas them 
with carbon disulfid in this way: 
two-quart jar with beans, 
drop in lVi teaspoons of the 
chemical, close airtight and let 
stand for 24 hours. Pour them 
open vessel for all odor to 
leave, then put them into insect- 
tight bags and store in an airy, 
dry place. Gassing longer than 
24 hours may kill the seed germ. 

For larger containers, here are 
figures: one gallon, 3 teaspoons; 

50 pound lard can, 3 table- 
spoons, and for a 50 gallon barrel, 
3V4 ounces. 

Carbon disulfid is highly in- 
flamable and explosive. Keep 
lights and fires away, and handle 
always outside the dwelling, on a 
porch, for example.

Watch ThatSpray 

"Weed 'em and weep' 
izes the experience of a good 
many gardeners and hoi 
who did not pay careful enougfi 
attention to the warnings scien- 
tists issued in connection with th( 
use of 2. 4-D as a weedkiller or 
lawns. 

The misfortunate reported mos1 
frequently to the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture experimenters is 
the killing of flowering plants and 
shrubs in beds bordering lawns 
sprayed with 2, 4-D. The expli 
ation is simple in most cat__. 
When the lawn was sprayed, some 
of the mist formed in the spraying 
carried on the wind and affected 
the flowering plants. This em- 
phasises the killing power of 2. 
4-D in even minute quanities on 
most plants that do not belong to 
the grass family. To avoid this 
kind of trouble, spray the lawn 
only on a calm day, and in work- 
ing near a flower bed direct the 
spray away from the bed, not 

Another source of occasional 
trouble has been the use of the 
same spray equipment for 2, 4-D 
and for a pest-control spray. The 
scientists have emphasised re- 
peatedly that it is necessary to 
wash and clean the equipment 
thoroughly after using 2, 4-D. 
Four or five thorough washings 
with hot soapy water and repeat- 
ed rinsing is essential. Take care 
that the hose and nozzle of the 
sprayer are cleaned thoroughly. 
Otherwise enough 2, 4-D may re- 
main in the equipment to prove 
deadly to plants the gardener in- 
tends to protect with an insecti- 
cide or fungicide. A mere trace 
of 2, 4-D will kill many plants and 
shrubs. 

Late summer and early fall is 
regarded as the best time for 2, 
4-D spraying of lawns. The 
weeds are still growing then, but 
as they are killed and leave bare 
spaces there is less danger that 
the thin spots will be taken over 
by crabgrass and other weedy 
grasses. It is well to re-seed bare 
is that appear after the weeds 
killed.

Potatoes Show Good 
Yield In This Area 



According to the Louisville of- 
fice of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, harvest of slightly 
increased acreage of Irish pota- 
toes is underway in the Jeffer- 
son and Oldham county area. 

Weather throughout the season 
has been almost ideal for potatoes, 
and yields are running far above) 
average. The indicated produc- 
tion of 648,000 is 68% above the • 
short crop last year and 40% 
above the ten-year average pro- 
duction, while the acreage of 1948 
is said to be nearly 20% below the 
ten year average. 

Onion harvest from the small 
acreage around Louisville, has be- 
gun but movement is slow due to 
poor marketing conditions. 

Tomato acreage is increased 
this year to near-normal. The 
crop is progressing nicely follow- 
ing favorable weather conditions. 

In the nation as a whole dur- 
ing the next 3 months campara- 
tively large supplies of snap beans 
cantaloups, celery, cucumbers, 
Honey Dew melons, lettuce, 
onions, green peppers, spinach, 
tomatoes, and watermelons will 
be available, with the prospective 
crop of each larger than last sum- 
mer and well above average.
